of the Pariſh where the Offence 1s committed, to the Uſe of the. Poor of the ſaid Pariſh : Notwithſtanding which, Jt 15 too No- 
conous that the Publick Houtes axg toomuch trequented , and many L oofe Perfons continue long and unſeaſonably Tipling and 
£1(02dering tyemſcives Wecrein, which 1s the Occalton of divers Yiſchicts,naot oniy the Debauching of Youth,but often the Beach 
of the Peacc,and ſomctimes Bloodſhed any Yurders are cauſcd thereby ; Aid ſome Perſons £vei on the Lords-Day,and in Tine of 
Divine-Service and Gods Puablick Worthip, take a Liberty to reſfozt ts aud continue Tipling in the (aid Youſes, which is Matter of 
great and publick Scandal, Fs2 Refozmation of which Pzactices , Theſe are in DiE MAJ ESTIES Name ftrcightiy to 
Charge and Liequire you, That pou take all vue Care fo2 the Future, that the Penaitics atozefald be buly and conſtantly Jnflictted 
Av z-cvico Upon all Perſons that ſhall Zereafter Offend in any of the Particuiaro aſozeſain twithiv "aur Var An tha i 
Opwer hereunto, Pou Call befoze pou all the Conſtables and Churchwardens of the ſeveral Freants and Parciſizs ww your 

Aud (delivering to each of them a Pzinted Copy of this Precepr) ſtrictly cnzopn, that they fail not conſtantly 19 pzeſent unca You, 
ſome other Juſtice of the Peace, all Offences afozeſaid done withtn their reſpective Precincts, as they arc obliged 11 Duty, any þ: 
the!r Oaths, and as thep will Anſwer the contrary at their Peril : And ta that end, That they frequentiy Enter and Search all 
Publick-Houſes within their Precincts , eſpecially where tiiep ſhall at any time ſuſpect any Tipiing to be contrary to the Law in this 
b:half ; And Pon are to Cauſe the Fozfcitures to be duly Levied upon all the ſain Offerivers., 

Youare alfo torccommend 1t to the Care of the ſaid Conſtables, That no Perſon (under what P2ctcence foever) continue 
JO2inking 11 any of the (aid Publick-Houſes after Ninc of the Clock at Night, contrary to the Ancient Law and Cuftoin of this 
C!TY inth.t b:half ; But that all the Catd Houſes be Duly Chut up by that Pour. fs by the (aid Ancient Cuſtom they ounht to 
be. Andthe falo Conſtables are alſo to Pyeſent the Keepers of all Publick Gamin? Houlcs, and all other Publick-Houtes where anp 
Uniawiul Coming hall be uſa 02 permitted; And you arc to cauſe all ſuck to be Bound-over to the Seliions, there to Anlwer the 
(31d Offence. | 

Thc fad onfiables are alſo tobe Admoniſhed, That they be careful to Scarch all Youfes ſuſpeacd of Common Bawidry, and ta 
baing all Verions keeping ſuch Youles befoze a Juſtice of Peacey's find Durettes fo} the Good Behaviour ; As alſo all Nen o2 Comen 
of Evil Report, who ſhatl be found Keſfoxting to ſuch Suſpected Houſes. And they arc very particularly to endeavour the Reſtratit gf 
a not Lewd and Shametul Pzanice (too too common}! fo Mcn and Women in the Evening fo Solicit and Pick up { as they 
call it. one another in the Streets fog Tile and TUIcked Ends, and tocommitt great Uudeneſs and Outrages towards JIerſans 
who refuſe Compllance with thetr Filthy Solicitations, 193 the great Terrour. of Yis M AJESTIES Good Subjects: Theſe 
the Conſtabics (hauld make it moge their Buſineſs oftento Look after any Suppzcſs ; Aud ſhould for that purpoſe be Out m92c 
Garilp with their Watch ( the fart Licentious Perſons taking 4bvantage to commit fuch their Lewoieſs and Diſozyers genes 
rally brfoze the coming of the Watch ' * Aud where they anÞ 5p fuck, to nm FhenDd AvH Hine them hefg2e a Tuſtice of Peacc to bg 
E oundto their Good Behaviour 0) otherwiſe dealt witha!
